London, Sept, 27.— Tho oratory of tho- 
parliamentary general election campaign 
on both sides continuctj with imahatcd 
energy. Owing, however, to the fact that 
the guvi'rniiient leaders have decided t»- 
tight the election solely ou the "khakL 
it^sue," the speeches have degenerated in- 
to wcariMome repetitiouB. Canvassers* 
both Conservative and Liberal, report 
that it is iuipoKsibie to arouse the voters 
to any euthusiaBm.

Liuidon, Sept. 11). — (t'orresiioiidence of 
the ,\ssiiciatcd I'riM-J — Oncu more iOng-- 
land is in the midst of u political camt-. 
paign, and the lust election of the cen- 
tury promises to be the least inturestiug 
of all. On the confession of Mt. Herbert 
(Jladstone, the chief Liberal whip, it is- 
iniporwible for his party to win over the 
1 t;o ueats necessary for the victory. Theris 
i.s practically no "sporting feature" in the 
contest. It is n certainty for the Consor- 
vativo party. To tho public's recognition 
of this fact is due the apathy with which 
the aniiouiicemont of diesolution was re. 
ceivcd, though the announcement vtwiw 
more suddenly and left shorter time for 
preparation than ever before. 

Yet, while the campaign is robbed of itK 
chlef interest, by reason ot its foregono 
conchisioii, the issuer and pei-sonalitieH 
prominently brought .forward are as com- 
plete and engrossing as ever dn^w 
"Hodge" to the polls. T'lie issue may 
brielly he described as an appeal to th(^ 
country by the C-oniservati vets for support 
of their iioliey in South Africa, while tlin 
Lilierals liasc their claims for votes up<ni 
the failure of I>ord Salisbury's govern- 
ment to fulfil the many pledges of lioino' 
legislaliiin made during the last election. 
Tliere are. of course, countless tindercur- 
reiitH and miniberlis.s side issues, but the 
main jjlaiiks may fairly lio said to con- 
sist as above. Tiio Oonservative atti- 
tude is well e.vplainod by a letter which 
appears to-day from ,Toscph Chamber- 
lain, in whicli the Colonial Secretarx 
says: 

••The principal isOTies of the next gen- 
eral election are, in my opinion, tho- 
nierita of the war in South Africa ami' 
the nature of the settlement, which is to 
ensure us against the danger of the re-

All the Liberals declare that Lord Sal- 
isbury's action in going to the country OH' 
an old and iiractically_ obsolete register, 
is net only against all precedent, but is- 
unconstituUonal. The Conservatives re- 
tort hy saying that I^ord Salisbury can-. 
Hcarceiy be accuseil »t trying to get air 
unfair advantage. Had he waited until'

A Dover corrospoadent who bud an in- 
terview yesterday with Mnie. von Ic- 
acescu, at the Hotel de la Cloche, Cal- 
ahs, Htates that fihe appeared well and 
talked ehcerfully of her attempt, although 
she was naturally disappuiiited that she 
a:id not been :il)Ie to accomplish bin- ob- 
ject.

The French coast had now been out of 
si^dit for about an hour and the ouly sign 
of life was some shipping pausing in the 
ditstance. Her pilot int'urmed her at this 
time that they were heading towards Do- 
ver. .She wan much encouraged by this 
news, and ccuitinued hor swim with frenh 
diderinination. -Vs tho nfternoou wore on 
she heciime somewhat chilled, tho air be- 
cimiing (luite cool, whilst the temporaturi' 
of tlie water wiih only si.xty. She, iiow- 
ever, decided to continue to swim, and 
for nearly four liolirs loiigei- she kept 
steadily on. By half-pa.st live, however, 
a very heavy mist eiiV(doped the Chaii- 
iiid, and, acting on the advice of thi> jiilot 
and those accompany iiii,' her, at abou;

IN AFUIOA. 

Probably tlie London Times cor- 
vt'spondont, who tolet'raplis that paper 
that 2,(KH) polloe can pacify thi> lute Horn- 
i-opublifs, states the matter too opti- 
nibtically; bnt there is no doubt that 
' the time for elaborate military opera- 
tions lum (,'tine l>.v. An army of occupa- 
tion will be needed for some tinu! to come 
iu order that tlie civil authorities may 
luive at their disposal a force suUlcient 
to cnish any rising, which may be nt- 
■tompted, and to demonstrate to t!u- dis- 
afTeclfd I'.oerr; tli.-it it is iistdess tor them 
to make any effort to overthrow Britisli 
rule; but iu a very short time it will lie 
sooil policy for tlio military control of 
the new colonies to lie replaced by a 
civil administration. The troop.s will 
shortly besin to return, leaving ponie 
• competent coinmiuuler to take the direc- 
tion of any movements that may be 
necessary in order to round up roviuf; 
liands of gncrillns. We fancy that this 
task will be left in the bands of Sir 
Itedvers Buller, who has acquiri'd excep- 
tional knowledge a.s to the movement of 
troops through ditHcult country. 

The Boers are likely to sulk for sonic 
tinu' and not prove very amenable to tlie 
regulations which it will be necessary 
to prescribe. They are not an amiable 
people, being greatly «et in their ideas 
and tnieulent. Tt will take them some 
time to lonrn thnt they have lost their 
cause. We liclicvc. however, tli.-it llu' 
good jmignient wliii-h has marked Brit- 
ish ndministrators in all (mrts of tlic 
world will iiroduco o.xepllont results in 
•our new South African colonics, so that 
peace will soon he established, not only 
Jn uuuie but in reality.

THE PORCUPINE. 

There are two Porcupine rivers in the 
North. One of them is a large tributary 

of tlio Yukon, a portion of it being in 
Canada and a iiortio'u, iududing its 
mouth, in Alaska. Not much is known 
of its value as a. gold-producer. The 
other Porcupine is a small stream flow- 
ing into the Klahcnii river, which 
empties into the sea at OUilkat Inlet. 
Under the provisional arrangement as to 
the boundary, this Porcupine is nearly 
ftll in Alaska. Hero the ftrfit placers 
were discovered in that portion oi tbe 
country lying west of the head of Lynn 
Canal, and the district has been named 
after the stream. Another river in the 
district is the Tisku, or Big Salmon, 
whieli must not bo confounded with tbe 
Big Salmon which enters the VnkoiT'ne- 
low Lake Lebnrge. The greater purt of 
the valley of the Tlsku is in Alaska. 
Valuable placers have been found there. 
The gold ilepiwils in what is known gen- 
erally as tbe Porcupine District, includ- 
ing in this the territory on both sides of 
the provisional boundarj", seem to be 
widely distributed and rich, so that 
there is every prospect that next year 
there will be a lar^'e output of gold from 
them. A portion of tbe district is in 
Hriiish (,'olumbiu uuiler e.xi.sting arrange- 
ments, but it seems to be understood that 
rights acquired by ininert( under the laws 
of the United States before the deter- 
minaliou oC the provisional lioue.dary will 
be n-cognized. This district is easy of 
access und bids fair to be a lioiiit of 
much interest in the future. Of its 
extent no accurate idea can he formed. 
It may be traced far beyoml the (iUth 
parallel into the Northwest Territories.

Soon to Arrive 



Mr* punsmuir Fulfills Promise 
to' Replace Chinamen With 
White Men. 



Twpit Hundred Sturdy Scots 
' . on the Way to 
? Nanalmo. 



That Hon. Jiinies Diinsmviir miulc no 
idle boast wlien ho told the people ot 
British Columbia that he was desirous 
of replacing all the Chinatnon employed 
in. hifi mines with white men, is borne 
out by the aiinounceinout which lins just 
been made that he hna engaged 200 eoiil 
miners in Scotland, and that the iirst 
batch has already left Glasgow. 

The nion contracted for arc from 
riamilton, I/anarksliiro, the centrp. of tlir 
coal mining region of Scotland, -vvliore tlio 
miners are the best of their calling. Tlui 
steamer Buenos Ayrian, with a large 
number of the men on board, in daily 
expected af Quebec, her first port of call. 
The Buenos Ayrian left Glasgow on tlio 
18th instant, and ns she is a freighter 
she is making a long trip, 'i'ho (!. I'. It. 
have the transportatiob of the men iu 
hand, and as soon as they land the com- 
pany will bring them overland with the 
least possible delay. 

In connection with the above aanouncc- 
mcnt the following editorial utterance of 
the Nelson Econoniiot is timely: 

." Some mouths ago Mr. .Tames Diins- 
muir announced his intention of ilit^- 
charging the Chinese cmployi'd iu liis 
coal mines, and advertised for .'jOO pnie- 
tical white men to take their i)lace. At 
the time Mr. Dunsnniir was not i)renii('i' 
of the province, and liis political <i|)- 
pononts raised the cry tliat the proiin.sinl 
change was merely an election dodge, 
' and predicted thai as soon as the elcc- 
:' tions would be ovi'r tlie Chinamen wmild 
be again put to worlc. How mistaken 
these traducerfi were Kubsequeiit events 
.. have proved. The Chinese were dis- 
missed as announ.cod, and all practical 
and competent iiien since presenting 
■ themselves nt the mines have been given 
employment. The number of coal niia(!rs 
j Voffcringf. however, wae not sufllcieat. 
The Scotch mail to hand gives particu- 
lars of a mincKi' meeting held at ITanul- 
ton, Lanarkshire, at which 201) decided 
to start for Nanainio to work in the 
mines. At Ladysnnth, the llourislung 
little mining town near Xanaimo, some 
200 cottages are being erected for the 
convenience of miners, so that when the 
Lanarkshire men come out they will 
have house accommodation prci)arc<l for 
them. The employment of wiiite men 
instead of Chinese will mean much to 
Nanainio, and indeed to the province 
generally. The Chinaman would never 
tend to build up a community. He is an 
isolated, peculiar creature, w)in merely 
cxistfi where a white niiin would live. 
He sends his onrniiiga, wlien ho is not 
in bondage, back to China, and gets 
there himself as soon as ho makes a little 
money. The British miner, on the other 
hand, spends his money where he malses 
it, and enters into the life of the com- 
munity in which he lives, sharing the 
duties and responsibilities of citizenship. 
Premier Dttnsmuir is to be complimented 
on ills decision to employ iiuue but white 
men in his mines. The example he has 
net is worthy of emulation." 

FOXIEST PKESKUVATION. 

Minnesota. Being Urged to Set .Vsidc a 
National Park For This Purpose. 

Of late the preservation of the forests 
on this continent has been a subject tiiat 
is attracting increased attention both in 
Canada and the United States. In view 
of the formation recently in Hritisli Col- 
umbia of a Forestry Association, the fol- 
lowing extract from the .Minncaijolis 
.To\irnal will no doubt be read witli in- 
ti'resl : 

General C. C. Andrews, chief fire war- 
den of the state, i.s pushing tlie cami)aign 
of education regarding tlie forestry prob- 
lems of tlio state. As a further incent- 
ive toward a national park, he enijilia- 
sizes in a re<.'eat interview its desirabil- 
ity as a means of solving tliis prolileni. 
Uo says: 

Historj' shows tliat many of the great- 
Cfit rulers have shown a lively interest 
iu good husbandry of the soil. One of 
the greatest of tlie popc^, Si.xtus A'., or- 
dered the planting of mulberry trees 
throughout his dominions. Frederick 
the Great caused firs to be planted on 
all the sand hills and plains belonging to 
Prussia. These men exercised auto- 
cratic power. AVlien they were satistied 
a thing was proper they spoke the word 
and it was done. Our popular form 
of government the great mum of the 
people must be convinced before nn im- 
portant measure can be carried into 
effect. 

In Michigan the cutting down of llie 
forests has been going on much longer 
than in Minnesota, and standing pine 
there is now worth ?S per 1,000 feet. It 



has risen in Minnesota the past year $1 
per l.UOO feet, and is now worth on nn 
average, just as it fitandsiin the- woods, 
?l per 1,000 feet. Much this' greater 
part of the pine- forestslin Minnesota 
has been consumed, and with the cou- 
tinuoace ot the present'destcuctive ways 
of lumbering— cutting small 'as well as 
large trees clean, leaving the tops and 
limbs as food for lires, and doing nothing 
for forest regeneration— lumber will grow 
dearer and dearer. There is now 
scarcely a lumber yard in Minnesota in 
which there are iiot red cedar shingles 
and yellov.' spruce from the Pacific Coast 
competing with our home products; and 
the owners of the railroads to the I'acilic 
Const are 'looking forward to the time 
when the bulk ot the lumber required l)y 
peoiile iu Minnesota will he hauled by 
them from the Coast, Almost every- 
one is interested in the cheapness of 
lumber. To .the majority ot farmers 
e«pecially it will make a difference of 
hundreds of dollars in the next 10 or 20 
years whether we go on as we are doing 
or adopt forest economy. 

The United States still owns pine lands 
of considerable extent in this state, but 
is practically giving them away. This it 
should stop. It should hold such of 
those lands as are better adapted for 
timber than for agriculture as a forest 
reserve; the mature trees to be cut, the 
small ones left to grow, and the lumber- 
ing conducted 6o us to lessen the danger 
of forest fires. In a word, the forest 
reserve to be managed on i'orestry prin- 
ciples. 

There are three million acres, more or 
less, of waste_, rocky, hilly or sand- land 
unlit for agriculture in detachi'd iDcali- 
tie.s iu Northern Muuuiiota, wliieh the 
state ought gradually tu buy and plant 
with pim-. Some u£ these lands already 
('(Uitain sr.iall pine, and would nut have 
to be planted with treen. The experi- 
ences of many coantricri shows that such 
a measure would return a good net rev- 
enue on the capital invested, besides fur- 
nishing renuinerative labor for many 
thousands of people and maintaining a 
continuous supply of lumber and afford- 
ing many Indirect advantages from for- 
est conservation. 

These briefly are the two forestry pro- 
positions, including the proposed national 
park, before the people ot Mmnesota. 
No one nor two nor dozen persons can 
iiring these measures about. All public- 
vpirited citizens should uuiiiitost interest 
in the matter and luaUe it a point to 
elect to the legislature men coinmittod 
to progressive action in forestry. 1 he 
state of New- York built the great lOrie 
canal when its population was les^i tliiiu 
that of Minnesota to-day. Our state lias 
never atleinpted to do anything so great. 
Hut it it would with couriigi; make an 
advance movement iu forestry it would 
earn tlie aiipbuise of our whole country. 
There it^ hardly any other state that has 
su( b a golden opportunity, and nature is 
slriMigly on her side.

Approvei; by Oixler of His Honor the Lieu- 
tetiuhl-Governor In Council, dated 
the 6th day of September, 1000. . 

1. All sick Chinese or Japanese must send 
or give notice of their illness to the Health 
Ofilcer or Police Constable in the district 
where such Chinese or Japanese reside. 

fhyslciuns In attendance en siek Chi- 
ucMo or Japanese shall notify the Health 
Oflleer or Chairman of the Local Hoard of 
Health In lluriltipalltles; or. If In an out- 
lying district, the Government Agent must 
bo notlUed. Such notifleatloii should etute 
the cause of Illness nnd the condition nf the 
glands throughout the body of the sick per- 
son, and should be delivered to the Hcaltii 
Officer, Chairman of the Local Hoard of 
Health or Government Agent, ns the case 
may he, at the earliest possible opportu 
ulty. 

a. In Cltr Municipalities .the Medica' 
Health Officer shall he notlfled within sU 
hours of the death of any Chinese or Japa 
nesc, by the person on whose premises sne'i 
death occurred, or by boe:o rclatioa or per- 
son hnving charge of the person so dying. 

•1. In Rural Municipalities, the .Medical 
Health Officer, or the Chairman or Secre- 
tary of the Local Hoard of Health must be 
notilled within six hours of such death; , and 
In ovillylug districts, the C-.vernment Agent 
ur I'ohce Constatik' shall be notllled withlu 

twelve hours after such "' or as soon 

after ns liosslble. Certlllcatcs le^ to the 
cause ot death must be signed by the 
Health Offleer in Municipalities, and iu out- 
lyiiix dlstrlclH bv the Government Agent or 
some person duly authorized by him.
